 (5)  POWERS AND DUTIES RELATING TO ACCOUNTABILITY.— 112 

 (a)  The Legislature intends that the Board of Governors 113 

shall align the missions of each constituent university with the 114 

academic success of its students; the existing and emerging 115 

economic development needs of the state; the national reputation 116 

of its faculty and its academic and research programs; the 117 

quantity of externally generated research, patents, and 118 

licenses; and the strategic and accountability plans required in 119 

paragraphs (b) and (c). The Board of Governors shall 120 

periodically review the mission of each constituent university 121 

and make updates or revisions as needed. Upon completion of a 122 

review of a constituent university's mission, the board shall 123 

review existing academic programs for alignment with the 124 

university's mission.

actuarial science, computer science, economics, engineering, 372 

environmental science, finance, forensics, law, management, 373 

marketing, and psychology. 374 

 (5)  Develop and offer risk management and insurance 375 
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education, including education that recognizes risks in areas 376 

such as the environment, pandemic disease, and digital security. 377 

 (6)  Offer programs, workshops, case studies, and applied 378 

research studies that integrate technology and artificial 379 

intelligence with soft skills while preparing students and 380 

professionals for the technology-enabled insurance industry of 381 

the future. 382
